“The lack of railroad extension into 
new territory may be the real cause of 
the nation-wide disaster of the high 
cost of living, the greatest problem of 
the age for the poor man. Why not de- 
velop the undeveloped lands of our 
country and lay their products at the 
feet of the people?” 


Can’t Agree on Eight Hour Law. 

Efforts to reach an agreement be- 
tween the, department of justice and 
representatives of the railroads today 
as to the case which shall be presented 
to the Supreme court as a test of the 
Adamson law were tnavailing. The de- 
partment of justice still insists on car- 
rying through the case of the 
Oklahoma and Gulf rallroad. while the 
railroad representatives assert that this 
would not be a fair test case. 

Mr. Thom went into many phases 
of railroad conditions, but dwelt par- 
ticularly on their need for credit if they 
are to extend and keep transportation 
facilities up to the standard the pub- 
lic demands, 

He said that in the last sixteen years 
the percentage of railroad securities 
constituting transactions against the 
property had increased from about 49 
per cent to about 66 per cent of the 
total securities and predicted that 
financiers who would come before the 
committee later would testify that the 
danger line’ had been reached. 


Too Much Interest Demanded. 

The investing public, Mr. Thom said, 
demanded a 6 per cent return and 4 8 
per cent surplus fund yearly to pro- 
vide against lean years, and such return 
is almost impossible on railroad stocks 
under present conditions. 

“If government ownership of rail- 
roads comes in this country.“ Mr. Thom 
said, it will be because of the need 
of credit which private owners cannot 
supply. 
| “The decision of the American peo- 
ple had gone forth,” the witness said, 
“that the railroads’ must stay out of 
polities. They should see to it that the 
side that wants to attack the railroads 
stays out of politics. too. I plead for 
a nonpartisan regulation of railroads, 
that woud give every guarantee possible 
that questions shall be decided on prin- 
ciples of business righteousness and not 
on principles of political expediency,”’ 


Duty Is to the Public. 

Mr. Thom pointed out that the present 
system of railroad regulation had its 
beginning in the abuses of the past and 
was based on the principles of repres- 
sion, correction, and punishment, rather 
than on constructive principles. He 
contrasted this with the plan of govern- 
mental regulation of banks. 

“The railroads accept the view that 
regulation is a permanent and enduring 
part of government in America and that 
the first duty of the carriers is to the 
public. That duty is to afford reason- 
able facilities on reasonable terms and 
at reasonable rates, and this must be 
done before any private interests can be 
considered.” :

_ PETROGRAD, Nov. 23.—Russia offi- 
clally announces the loss of the dread- 
naught Imperatritsa Maria. The state- 
ment issued tonight reads: 

“The Russian dreadnaught Impera- 


Two hundred of the 
crew are missing.”

LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Russian naval! 
staff, says a Reuter dispatch from 
Petrograd, has issued the following ! 
statement: 

“At 6 o'clock on Oct. 20 fire broke 
out in the forward magazine of the Im- 
peratritsa Maria. An internal explosion 
followed immediately and the fire spread 
rapidly and feached the petrol tanks. 
The officers and crew strove with the 
utmost bravery to localize the effects of 
the explosion and flood the magazines. 

„ Shortly after 7 o'clock, however, the 
vessel sank. The greater part of the 
crew were saved. An officer and two 
first class substitute officers and 149 
sailors are missing. Sixty-four of the 
crew have since died from the effects 
of their burns. 

The position of the ship, which lies 
in shallow water, gives hope that it 
may be refloated and completely re- 
paired in a few mou hs. The bridge is 
only one yard below water level.”

Vanderbilt wanted to be free to do as he pleased 
with the railways. Gompers and his allies want 
to be free to use the mass strike, hoping it would 
paralyze a public necessity and bring the country 
to its knees. 

The power Vanderbilt sought was a joke com- 
pared to the power Gompers and his allies. wish 
to keep, and the events of the last few months 
have proved that the latter woul be wielded as 
ruthlessly. Last August cong was forced by 
this power to pass a law without investigation or 
deliberation. No time was allowed for considera- 
tion of the probable effects of the law, of the rights 
of the various interests to be affected by it, of 
pubiſe policy. If a bagd of armed men hunt 
tered the capitol and demanded instant action the 
situation would have been more melodramatic 
but not essentially different. ae 
Now three months later we are in the same pre 
dicament. The national legislative body was 
hustled into undignified and precipitate action in 
August. Now in November it is the national 


that if the courts do not hustle through to a 
decision the brotherhoods will see that their

Now this is an ugly threat which Mr, Gompers 
and his allies are not at pains to disguise.

Therefore, a people of one hundred 
millions—farmers, workmen, clerks, business men 
and all their dependents—are to bow before the 
will of this powerful minority, whose power be 
longs to them only because they are voluntary 
employés of a public servant. : 
We do not believe the public will consent to be 
damned in this fashion by Mr. Gompers and his 
allies, any more than it consented to be damned 
in a far less destructive way by Vanderbilt and 
his kind.

The bureau publishes an approved list only, and 
explains that the omissions are due to no worse 
fault than excess of political or selfish motive in 
societies professing to be organized for charity, 
or defeat of worthy intent and object by sheer 
ignorance and inefficiency. The bureau now has 
child relief societies under examination and ex- 
pects results of value to the public. 
| Early in its organization the Minneapolis ¢ivic 
and Commerce association, through its committee 
on charities, undertook a similar overhauling ot

On the death 
of his elder brother, the late earl, the 
latter’s English barony of Clifton de- 
scended to his now 16 year old daughter, 
Elizabeth, being a barony by writ, . 
transmissible through the female line, 
and Ivo Bligh succeeded to the Irish 
earldom of Darnley and to the minor 
Irish honors, which include the Irish 
barony of Clifton. 

The patronymic of the Earls of Darn- 
ley today is Bligh, and they are not de- 
scended in any way from the Earl of 
Darnley who married Mary Queen of 
Scots, and who was myrdered by Both- 
well. The first Lord Darnley of the 
present creation was an Irishman of 
the name of Bligh who was raised to 
the peerage during the reign of Queen 
Anne and who was descended from one 


of the officers that accompanied Oliver | 


Cromwell to Ireland. In the female 
line, however, Lord Darnley is descend- 
ed from the last Stuart Duke of Lennox, 
who died in 1672, when, their being no 
other male heir, Charles II., as nearest 
male heir of fhe duke, appropriated the 
peerage and conferred it, along with 
the dukedom of Richmond, upon his nat- 
Ural son by Louise de Querouailles, 
Duchess of Portsmouth, from whom the 
present Duke of Richmond, of Lennox, 
and of Gordon is descended.

The Stuart dukedom of Léwhox was a 
Scotch dignity, and nearly all the peer- 
ages of Scotland are issible 
through the female line. ere has 
always been a doubt as to whether the 
Stuart dukedom of Lennox belonged to 
this category or not. But if it does 
come under that head, Lord Darnley’s 
claim thereto is a just one, for, al- 
though the last Duke of Lennox of the 
Stuart line left no son, he was sur- 
vived by a daughter, Lady Catherine 
Stuart, one of whose legitimate descend- 
ants married that Irish attorney John 
Bligh whom Queen anne created Lord 
Darnley. 

Lord Darnley was at one time on the 
stock exchange and for several years 
was connected with a big firm of port 
wine shippers. He has likewise been 
president of the Marylebone Cricket 
club, but fn recent years changed from 
cricket to golf. He won his wife out 
in Australia when in 1883 he took a 
ericketing tleven to the antipodes. It 
Reems that at one of the matches he 
lost his handkerchief and, the day being 
extremely hot, inquired of his friends 
if any of them had a spare handker- 
chief that he might borrow. Immediate- 
ly a very feminine handkérchief of deli- 
cate fabric was handed to him.

But these statistics don’t flluminate 
much. They are too routine and too im- 
personal. Mrs. Britton has drawn some 
other figures on the percentage side 
which help in casting light. For instance, 
for these two years nearly 64 per cent 
of those seeking divorces were childless. 
The percentage of those securing di- 
vorces in the first year of marriage were, 


20.17 per gent. Divorces granted in the 
first five years of marriage were, for 
1914, 20 per cent, and for 1915, 21 per cent. 
One striking note is that only 3 per cent 
were homie owners. 2 

While these charges hold true on their 
own merit in many cases, there must be 
behind many more of them conditions 
which lead irretrievably to the divorce 
courts—conditions of such delicacy, tem- 
peramental considerations, psychological 
significance that knowledge of them 
might aid in remodeling social re- 
lations so as not to remedy but to get at 
the root of the divorce trouble, and pre- 
vent—not wholly, of course, but its mod- 
ern extravagant manifestation.
